The 76.2 mm guns have single tires 
and the 122 mm. guns double tires® There are about 800 men in the barracks.

West of this road, and about two km® from .KaposvAr the barracks was completed * 
in 1951. It consists of ten 3-story and 4-story modern'buildings with flat roofs, 
accompanied by many garages and smaller structures. Tt is occupied by an AAA 
unit with twenty-four 85 mm® guns, a motorised transport section and an 
- armored unit having 43 T-34 tanks®

8. £h© air raid alarm post in a concrete bunker at *Turul llget* has been react- 

ivated. The tower of the nearby Heart of Jesus Churoh has a radar 'installation. 
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9© Taszar airfield is between Taszar and Orel* and is 3*000 by 1*800 m* 
There is a concrete runway* 40 m* wide in its longer axis* At the 
northwest corner there are six large corrugated metal hangars and a 
parachute jufaping tower* The barracks are about 1 km* southwest of 
the airfield* on the premises of the old airfield* They consist of .
